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Residents Angry At Thoroughgood Vandali 

Kids Are Blamed 
For Spraypaintings, 
Destroyed Mailboxes

Thoroughgood residoits should 
not be frightened diat there are Sa- 
tanic groups infiltrating through 
thdr neighborhood. 

What they should worry dxHit, 
however, are bored teenagers who 
have nothing better to do than van- 
dalize odier peo|de's pn^erty. 

Acccffding to Vii:^nia Beidi Po- 
lice Department's Detective Don 
Rimv . Thoroughgood residents are 
more angry than they are scared 
about the recent rash of vwdalism 
that has occurred in their tight-knit 
community. Several mailboxes 
■have been bashed in. removed from 
the ground, or spraypainted with 
pentagrams or hMvy metal music 
band's names. 

"Grafitti is satanic in nature and 
sometimes its symbols are related 
to heavy metal music groups," said 
Rimer. 

It is apparent. Rimer said, that 
there are some teens in the nei^- 
borhood with an interest in heavy 
. metal music. Hie band Slayer's 
name was painted on several mail- 
boxes and street signs. 

Hioroughgood resident Lillian 
Youell was out of town when the 
vandalism took place mott than a 
week ago. But, when she returned 
she found that her neighbws' mail- 
box had been destroyed. 



"We were just sick about it. I 
wish the police would catch them. 
It's got to be some teenagers in the 
neighborhood," said Youell, who 
lives on Hermitage FraiL 

Youell added that hn mailboxes 
have beoi yaidced out of the ground 
on several occasions; one was found 
in the cove behind her h«ise. The 
newest mailbox at the end of her 
drivevay has been anchored into the 
ground with concrete. 

"This interferes with commoce 
and with mail delivery," she said. 
"To think, the minute school lets 
out - these kids have no responsi- 
bility." 

Terri Dennis, who lives on 
Wakefield Circle, on the opposite 
side of the neighborhood from 
where the vandalism occurred, said 
she doesn't recall this type of de- 
struction ever occurring before - at 
leaA not this bad. 

"For years, kids loved to knock 
mailboxes down and drive their 
Jeeps through front yards. But, 
other Uian that, there's been no 
odier vttutalism," die said. 

Another neighbCH' ct Youell's, 
who requested durt her name not be 
publidied. was a victim of the re- 
cent vandalism. Her mailbox post 
was bashed in, the glass aa her 
lamp post was broken, and a sign 
widi the family's name on it was 
removed and sQick in the mud of a 
neig^rixv^i yard. 

She blames the vandalism on 
teenagers having too much time on 
dieir hands. 

"Thank God diey didn't bash in 
my mailbox. I hope this will be die 
end of it," die woman said. "You 
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just don't know what kids will 
diinkofnext" 

The woman, who lives on Her- 
mitage Point, said she did report die 
damage to the police. The police 
arrived immediately, but said diere 
was not much diat they could do. 

Rimer, who said that the vandals 
are probably youngo^ children, per- 
haps 12 or 13 years old, said diat 
any arrests made will be for 
destruction or property. So far, 
diere are no leads. 

"We have no reports of satanic 

activities ot occult activities in diat 

neighborhood," he said. "They

On the 
East coast however, die eclipse 
will seem like nodiing more than 
a cloiKi passing in frxmt of the 
sun. 

Sev^ local die-hard eclipse 
chasers will make die trek to die 
W^t coast proiective,^asses nd 
telesoqies in huid, to cqMure the 
darkened moment Kent Black- 
well is one of a six-member

Blackwell experienced his first 
eclipse when it passed over

During a total eclipse, the 
moon passes across the sun, 
bringing complete darkness to 
diose in die padi of totality. In 
Virginia Beach, only 19 percent 
of die diameter of die sun will be 
covered by die moon, dierefore it 
will remain light out In Califw- 
nia, however, the sun will be 
covered 100 percent said Bruce 
Hanna, planetarium director at 
Old Domini«i University. 

"It's not going to be some- 
thing to play up this time,"

Solar eclipses are not as un- 
comm(Mi as some might think. 
There are at least two solar 
eclipses each year and there can 
be as many as five. The United 
States doesn't see diem very often 
because it is a small part of die 
total area of the earth.

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"Troubled" Teens Take 
Care Of Environment 

Program Needs Funds 
To Survive, Says Youth 
Supervisor Cuthriell

Wellington Woods' Mitch 
Cuthriell has learned to walk a fine 
line widi die juvenile offenders he 
supervises for die Chesapeake Bay 
Youth Conservatk}n Corps. 
• Cudiriell, 26, an ODU geology 
major, spends many hours with 
teens who have court sentences to 
do volunteer work benefitting die 
environment He said his job re- 
quires a sensitive approach. 

"You can't be too easy or too 
hard on die kids," he said. "You 
can't break bad or be totally dieir 
pals." 

Cudiriell, one of CBYCC's two 
staff members, said the best ap- 
proach for him to take with the 
youth is a firm lead, keeping a 
positive attitude and a litde distance 
between him and the kids. 

The kids aren't dangerous - dicy 
are nonviolent offenders who have 
been caught perhaps shoplifting, 
vandalizing; or using illegd drugs. 
Through die CBYCC over die past 
two years, teens have undertaken 
many projects, such as waterway 
cleanups, water sampling and 
monitoring for wetlands violations. 

Cudiriell was one of five staff 
originally hired and only he and one 
odier, die program's director Megan 
McCardiy, are left, due to a tight 
financial squeeze. 

Cunendy die CBYCC is looking 
for money so that it can continue, 
Cudiriell said. Its budget runs out 
Jidy 1, and diis means die teenagers 
wIk) got into trouble for the first 
time and were assigned to the corps 
by a judge could be reassigned and 
p(»sibly sent to a delation home. 

CBYCC has been sending out 
grant applications for several 
months, but money is scarce, 
Cudiriell said. The program, which 
has already won. various awards, 
needs over $100,000. 

"I hope we can keep diis program 
alive," said Cudiriell. "The possi- 
bilities for it are unlimited if we 
can just keep it going." 

Cuduiell said the teens learn 
irixNit the environment aid get the 
chance to see die law from the odier 
side, since diey help monitor wct- 
Ifflids violations. "We end up hiring 

some into die program, or we did, 
before our bu^et got low," he said. 
Cudviell, who wants to even- 
tually pursue a career in envi- 
ronmental ^(^)gy, coastal erosion 
w hydrogeology, said most kids end 
up Uking die pn^ram. 

"It's good hands-on experience for 
than," he sud. "Tve seen it make a 
lot (tf difference in scmie kids' lives. 
It gives dion a positive oudet" 

Ctthriell takes on various roles 
as a CBYCC staffor - he's a bc^er, 
environmentalist supervisor and 
sud sometimes he feels like a

leacher, counselor or even a big 
brodier. 

He might see one particular kid 
for months on end, or only once, 
depending on the number of com- 
munity hours he or she was as- 
signed. Cuduiell said he generally 
has IS or fewer teens at a time. 

"You've really got to keep your 
eye on diem," he said. So far only 
one fight has begun, but Cudiriell 
stopped it before miyone was hurt 
Cuduiell said he never realized how 
rough some kids have it until 
working with diese teens. "Some 
have their own kids and some have 
no parents," he said. "Some have

been caught up in custody battles or 
have a fadier who's serving time. 

"It's amazing some of diese kids 
are as normal as diey are," he said. 
"I have m<MC appreciation for what 
some kids go through now," he 
said. 

Cuthriell's father is Bill 
Cudiriell, volunteer coordinator for 
Chesapeake Volunteers in Youdi 
Services, Inc., and a Deep Creek 
native now residing in Wellington 
Woods in Virginia Beach. 

Cudiriell was bom in Myrtle 
Beach, S.C, and his fadier was in 
die U.S. Air Force when he was 
growing up. His family moved 
ahiund, living in Colwwk), Icehmd 
and Oklahoma, among odier places. 
Cuthriell's family later moved to 
Virginia Beach and he attended Cox 
High School. 

Cuduiell said he works about 25 
hours a week for die CBYCC, plus 
attends school full-time. His hob- 
bies include surfing and boating and 
he said he enjoys nature and ani- 
mals. 

"1 diink I've leamol a lot wwk- 
ing fot die corps," Cudiriell s«d. "I 
hope the program can find the 
funding to become somediing per- 
mfflient" 



jlMi Rights 
Discussion Set 
For August 6

City CouMcil Comtpomkia 

A full-scale discussion on 
whether or not die city should 
establish a human rights com- 
mission has been scheduled for 
August 6. 

However, reaction by city 
council last week to the final re- 
port of the Fellowship Commit- 
tee indicates considoable nset- 
vations about having a commis- 
sion at all. 

The committee recommended 
that die city esUdilish and 11- 
member human rights commis- 
sion selected by council for 
three-year terms. 

The commission envisioned 
by the committee would be edu- 
cational and would advise city 
council, and wouki direct citizens 
to the qipropriate agency for die 
resolution of problems. The 
cost as i»esented by die com- 
mittee would be minimal - a 
part-time secretary, a place to 
meet and some money for mate- 
rials and postage. The commit- 
tee suggested diat die city's 

Equal Employment Opportunit) 
Commission officer be assigned 
to serve as executive officer of 
the commission. 

The Rev. William J. Dale, 
chairman of die committee, said 
that the perception of violations 
of human rights, rather dian any 
particular eroding of human 
rights, was a critical component 
in die state of die attitudes of 
citizens as well as visitors to the 
city. 

Two members of the 20-mem- 
ber committee., Marion Harris 
and Bobbi LeFavor, differed from 
the majority and do not think 
that the available information 
indicates a need for a human 
rights commission in the city. 

Some council members also 
wanted more general discussion 
before placing an ordinance es- 
tablishing the commission on 
the floor. 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
said diat it was a "very important 
subject and has to be structured 
correcdy." He wanted councU to 
discuss on August 6, after coun- 
cil's two-week break for the 
summer, to discuss more fully 
what it wants to do for die alle- 
viation of misconceptions." He 
said diat then the council could 
move ahead to determine what 
the community's needs are in re- 
spect to human rights. 

Vice Mayor Robert E. Fentress 
had moved diat City Attorney 
Leslie Lilley be directed to iMing 
back an ordinance establishing 
the commission. The Fellow- 
ship Committee, which had die 
Services of die City Attorney's 
Office at its meetings, submitted 
a proposed ordinanco widi its re- 
port It was diis repor. the 
council presumeably would con- 
sider at die August meeting. 

However, Councilman James 
W. Brazier, Jr. said dial die city 
council should give die city at- 
torney more clear directions. "If 
we create a commission it's go- 
ing to disappear in die wood- 
work." He said diat he agreed 
widi Dale diat it was a percqi- 
tion problem. He said die prob- 
lem is fueled by die press. 

Two speakers wanted the 
commission to have stronger 
powo^ than were recommended 
by the committee. The Rev. 
Jerome C. Ross, a member of die 
committee said diat the commis- 
sion should have subpoena pow- 
ers. He said dutt die city needs 
an instrument diat's going "to 
guarantee security of our rights. 
Persons don't need to know 
whoe to go but that diere is a 
body diere to guarantee dieir 
righu." 

George Minns, president of 
the Virginia Beach Chapter of 
die National Association for the 
Adwuicement of colored People, 
backed the recommendation, but 
said that the commission "should 
be more dian just a committee 
widi a name on p^w" If die 
commission does not have the 
ability to inv^gare, he said, it 
has no pow^. He said that peo-

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Eclipse 



Beach Won't See It 

Not many petite have pTol»bly expcrieo^d a total eclipse ot 
the sun in their lifetime. They don't happen very often in the 
United States, and when they do you have to be in the right 
place at the ri^t time. 

Americans are lucky this ye». A total eclipse will occur on 
July 11. Buti it will only be visible if you live near Hawaii, 
Mexico or California. Virginia Beach residents who don't 
know about the eclipse will probably never know that it even 
occurred. In this part of the United States, the eclipse will be no 
more than a cloud passing over the sun. Some people are so 
interested in the solar system that they are traveling all the way 
across the United States to view the eclipse. 

Those who do see the eclipse should take precautions. It is 
very dangerous to look directly at the sun at any time, but dur- 
ing the eclipse it can be especially damaging. The sun during an 
eclipse can be observed safely by using indirect viewing meth- 
ods or by looking through a fUtw specifically labeled "Safe for 
Direct Solar Vtewing." 

When you look at the sun, your eyes' lens focus intense en- 
ergy (HI the retina, tlw (telicate laya t£. photoreceptw cells at the 
back of the eye that causes visual images to be formed on the 
brain. This energy can burn the cells in the focuscd-on area, 
destroying the cells and resulting in a "blind spot." 

Despite the permanent damage that may be done to the eyes, 
when an eclipse occurs, the desire to "see" something during 
this once-in-a-lifetime event, can cause people to stare at the 
sun for prolonged periods, allowing damaging radiation to en- 
ter the eye. - ICL.D.

City Issues Revenue Bonds To CBN University

With the separation of church 
and state issue yet to be resolved 
by the courts. City Council re- 
cently approved the issuance of 
$9.5 million in tax-free indus- 
trial revenue bonds to Regent 
Universtiy, formerly CBN Uni- 
versity. 

The university will not sell 
the bonds, however, until the 
circuit Court makes a decision on 
whether the issuance of die 
bonds is a violation of the Con- 
stitution relating to the separa- 
tion of church and state. 

The bonds would be used to 
construct 14 two-story dormitory 
buildings, each with eight hous- 
ing uniu at 1000 Centerville 
Turnpike in the CBN complex 
and to refund the bonds issued to 
the University in 1984 to con- 
struct 14 two-story buildings 
also for student housing. 

Lee Boothby, counsel for the 
Annoicans United for the Separa- 
tion of Church and State, told 
council that the organization is 
concerned that the issuance of 
the bonds contains a potential 
for a Constitutional infringe- 
ment. 

He referred to a similar situa- 
tion involving Liberty Univer- 
sity, a church-related establish- 
ment in Lynchburg. Although 
the circuit court found the is- 
suance of Industrial Revenue 
Bonds to the inMitution within 
the paramento^ <^ the Industrial 
Devekqmient Revenue Bond Act, 
the decision was overturned by 
the tale Supreme Court 

David Gyertson, presicknt of 
Regent University, said that the 
student housing is not for the 
»Jvancement of religion. He 
^id that traffic would be reduc^ 
because the students would not 
have to travel long distances to 
school, and that the construction 
will benefit the inUibitants of 
the city. He said thM no federal, 
state or city money would be in- 
voiv«i in tlw project. 

No-tax revenue bonds were 
conceived as an instrument for 



stimulating business and indus- 
trial development and adding 
jobs in the community where the 
bonds are issued. Thie bonds do 
not cost the city anything, and 
the full faith of the city is not 
behind the bonds. The borrower 
borrows money from a financial 
institution as in any similar 
transaction, but money is saved 
by the exemption form taxes. 

Whoi asked by Mayor Meyer? 
Obemdorf whether enrollment at 
Uie university and jobs are q)en 
to anyoiw, Gyertson said Uiat 
while enrollment is open, full- 
time employees sat required to 
subscribe to the basic tenants of 
the Judeo-Christian ethic. 

Boothby said tliat under the 
Bond Act, authorization of the 
tax-free bonds is permitted for 
colleges and graduate schools but 
not fcMT religious training or the- 
ological institutions. The bonds 
must be for the benefit of the 
Commonwealth, he said. 

The act contains restrictions 
conconing the nature of the in- 
stitution. He said that Regent's 
primary purpose, religious or 
theological training, makes the 
school ineligible for the bonds 
under state and federal law. 

He said that the school's grad- 
uate catalog for 1990-91 sets 
forth a statement of faith saying 
Regent is a Christian-centered 
institution, committed to evan- 
gelical application. Accepted 
students are required to under- 
stand and be committed to the 
articles of faith, according to the 
caial(%. 

Among the University's 
schools is a College of Theo- 
k^Kal Ministry, and a prc^ram 
is provided for counseling and 
dealing with ministries. 
Boothby said that specific re- 
slrkUons on Mlmission are l»sed 
(Ml religious belKf. 

Boothby, a Washington attor- 
ney, after the council meeting, 
said that his group, which has 
approximately SO members in 
Virginia Beach, was surprised 
thM the issitt here came up so 
soon after the Supreme Court 
struck down the decision on the 



Liberty University bonds. 

He said that his group wants to 
avoid litigation. He said that in 
a pluralistic society, the bonds 
are not the appropriate type of 
funding for the university. He 
asked that the council abide by 
the Supreme Court decision. 

Robert Engessor, a Kempsville 
resident who appeared to object 
to the issuance of the bonds to 
Regent, said that the city shield 
offended him because of the 
cross. 

Obemdorf informed him that 
the city seal was not on trial and 
that the was out of order. En- 
gessor said that the shield indi- 
cated that the city was f(X Chris- 
tians and everybody else was not 
welcome. 

Obemdorf said that the city is 
composed of many races and re- 
ligions, and that she, who is 
Jewish, "has never felt uncom- 
fortable." The cross, she said, 
merely indicated that the Chris- 
tians were first to reach the 
shores of this country, which, 
she said, is "still the most won- 
derful country." She said that 
Virginia Beach is "one of the 
most welcoming and fair-minded 
cities." 

J(»eph A. Brad, wto said that 
the was not affiliated with any 
organization wanted to know 
how the city would benefit from 
the bond issue. He said that 



Founders inn rccciiuy consuucied 
by CBN, did not use any con- 
struction company from Virginia 
Beach although he saw some 
from Richmond, Williamsburg 
and otha parts of the state. 

He said that the university 
would help the citizens better is 
they used some of the depressed 
real estate in the city for student 
housing. Aside from the Con- 
stitutional issue, he said, he was 
not against CBN University, but 
that the housing project may be 
the w^ong type of thing to do 
and the wrong timing." 

Gyertson said that Regent is a 
private, fully-accredited non- 
profit institution which antici- 
pated a student enrollment of 
3,000 by the end of the decade. 
He said that the purpose of the 
school is to educate graduate stu- 
dents and not to provide specific 
religious training. 

Fifty percent of the students 
he said, are not alTiliated with 
any denomination, the 
University has no required chapel 
attendttice and is not controlled 
in any respect by a specific 
church. 

The impact statement on the 
bond application shows that the 
housing will contribute 
$250,000 a year in the purchase 
of goods and services and will 
employ three persons full-time at 
an average salary of $15,000.

Council Decides Not To Increase 
Parking Meter Fees At Oceanfront

City Council dropped proposed 
changes in parking meter times and 
fees like a hot pouto - at least 
enough members to make up a slim 
majority did - rather than place 
more restrictions on paiking at the 
resort. 

The proposals originated with 
Councilman Paul J. Lanteigne as a 
way to increase revenues for the 
city and to provide more parking at 
the beach by discouraging lingering 
paikers with higher fees. 

The staff studied the proposals 
and came up with four 
recommendations giving council a 
choice of one or more of the rec- 
ommcndatwns. They included: 

• An increase to 75 cents an hour 
from the 25-cent-a-half-hour rate in 
all zones. 

• An increase in the allowable 
parking time from two hours to 
three hours. 

• An increase in the enforcement 
times from 9 a.m. to 7 p.m. to 24 
hours a day except from 30th Street 
north, which remains 9 a.m. to 7 
p.m. 

• An increase in the expired meter 
penalty from $6 to $12 and in- 
creases in the penalty for failure to 
pay within three working days from 
$12 to $24. 

• MaycM' Meyera Obemdorf said 
that she had received letters indicat- 
ing that the changes were "very, 
vCTy upsetting." 

Watts said that he would make 
every effort to let people know 
about the changes and Lanteigne 
moved for approval of all four rec- 
ommendations. 

Councilman Robert W. Clybum 
made a substitute motion for a de- 
ferral to give the manager time for 
further study. 

"But that's what they did." replied 
Vice Mayor RcAert E. Fentress. 

Clybum said he would fxobably 
be one of thwe people who gets a 
ticket. 

Couittilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that she would second 
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Clybum s motion, noting that the 
changes would go into efi°ect in the 
middle of the summer. Watw an'"* 

that it would take three weeks to 
change over. 

"The last time we did this," said 
McClanan, "we heard from evoy 
senator and delegate in Richmcmd." 
She said that she did not go where 
"1 see parking meters (operating) 24 
hours a day." 

Clybum added that the city had 
lifted some restrictions (skating on 
the boardwalk) and "now we're 
putting on additional restrictions." 
He changed his motion to defer the 
matter "indefmitely." 

McClanan said that she would 
prefer to defer the issue forever. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
asked, "Who wants to run in and 
out of a restaurant to put money in 
meters?" 

When Clybum got a second to 
his motion, remarked Fentress, 
"he's got a lot of courage." 

"He's got Reba behind him," 
added Councilman Louis R. Jones. 

Deferring things will not hdp at 
all, Fentress said. 

Other communities that don't 
have 24-hour parking don't have the 
demand, said Lanteigne. "We have 
the demand." He said that the 
tumover will increase so mwe peo- 
ple can park, and fees, he said, 
haven't been increased since 1984. 

He said he would like to see the 
increased revenue so that people 
who live off the waterfront don't 
have to pay more real estate taxes. 
As for the people who call to cmn- 
plain about parking tickets, coun- 
cilman James W. Brazier, Jr. said, 
"If you don't put money in the me- 
la you get a ticket" 

Voting to defer the issue indefi- 
nitely were Baum, Clybum, 
Heischober Obemdorf, McClanan 
and councilwoman Nancy Paricer. 

Heischober said that some chmge 
should be made in fees at city park- 
ing lots, but that the "24 hour me- 
ters bothers me a kH." 

Obemdorf asked the staff for a 
full presentation on paiking lots 
and metoed parkii% at the mort. 



David Kannol, general counsel 
for the national Spa and Pool 
Institute, said that a pool uses 
less water than an equivalent area 
in grass, that pools are not emp- 
tied at the end of a season, that a 
Santa Clara, Calif., study shows 
that for 800 pools the amount of 
water used in a year is one hour's 
worth.

Eclipse 
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School. eclqMes are caused by die 
rotation of die earth, moon and 
sun. It can be determined madie- 
matically how often die three 
bodies v^ line up. 

"It's a gk>rious sight You just 
go all to pieces. You're just ga- 
p; you want to look at it" said 
Blackwell. "When die moon to- 
tally eclipses the sun. you can 
see pink to red flares firing off 
die limb of die sun." 

Not only is Blackwell going to 
admire die eclipse's beauty, but 
he going because diis eclipse is 
supposed to be one of die kmgMt 
in history. It is expected to last 
about seven minutes, he said. 

"I hqw to view it and {4iolo- 
graph it" he said. "Once you've 
seal it it's pretty awesome." 

Blackwell will bring widi him 
a telescqx with a camera attached 
to it. so he can take pictures 
white he is observing. 

Imogene Hitt an 82-year-old 
Kempsville resident will also 
make (he trip to Mexico. But 
she's not going just to see die 
eclipse; she's going to enjoy her 
vacadon. Hiu's son, who is die 
director of die Chesapeake plane- 
tarium, has presented her widi die

"He'd like for me to go on a 
trip and I've always wanted to go 
to Mexico." said Hitt. who re- 
members die eclipse of 1970.

For diose who will witness the 
eclipse, diere are several precau- 
tions dua diey must take. It can 
be very damaging to die eyes to 
look directly at die sun widiout 
eye protection even if die sun is 
partially eclipsed by die moon. 
The sun or eclipse can be ob- 
served safely using indirect view- 
ing methods or by looking 
dirough a niter diat is safe for 
direct solar viewing. 

One of die safest ways to view 
an eclipse, acoonbw lo Huna, k 
dirough pinhole projection. By 
punching a hole in a piece of 
cardboard and focusing it on a 
white piece of pqier. die image 
of the eclipse will aiqiear on the 
white pqier. It is safe to look at 
the sun only whra the moon is 
totally in fiont of it he said. 

"Nobody should ever XoA. at 
die sun. But I don't diink this 
will be dramatic enough to wwry 
about" said Ellis. 

Ellis suggested laying a sheet 
on the ground so the eclipse can 
reflect off of it 

"I don't diink itll be anydiing 
to rave about" she said. "It 
might be nothing mcxe than a 
cloud passing over." 

The next total eclipse visible 
from diis area will not occur un- 
til 2017.

fireezers food will remain frozen for about one day. 

Sevend things influence how long food will be safe: 

Operating temperature of the refrigerator or freezer. The 
colder it was, the kmger food will be s^e. 

Room temperature. High temperatures will speed the thaw- 
ing. 

Door openings. Hie open door lets out cold air and lets in 
warm air. 

Nature of the food. Many foods stored in the refrigeratcH' are 
not very perishable - pickles, catsup, jelly, flour, bread, bever- 
ages in bottles or cans - and they should be safe to eat even if 
the power if off fw several hours. 

Fresh fruits and vegetables stoo^ in the refrigerator may lose 
quality - wilt, discolor, or soften - but will be safe to eat, ac- 
c(»xling to the service. 

Fresh meats, poultry, fish, milk and eggs are the foods of 
greatest concern. 

Likewise, many foods in the freezer are not very perishable - 
nuts, popcorn, bread, jam, cookies, dried fruits and vegetables - 
and will be safe to eat 

Fruits and vegetables will lose quality but most will be safe to 
eat. Meats, podtry, and frsh are quite perishable but fortunately 
they are the last to thaw. 

Discard any food that has warmed to room temperature and 
stayed there for two hours or more, said Jo Anne Barton, an 
extension specialist 

Food that has only partially thawed can be refrozen. It will 
still be safe but it might be lower in quality. 

If in doubt, throw it out It's better to be safe than sorry. 

Myra P(rinick said yie kst time her refrigerator went on the 
brink, she had just recendy gone to a fresh pioduce market To 
save perishing berries, she made jam. To save her vegetables, 
she chopped Aem up and made stew.

The event has been hdd at vari- 
ous locations in the past, including 
Camp Pendleton and Beach Gzidea 
Park. The squad decided to hold die 
event at 24ih StKtx to give partici- 
pants the qiportunity to utilize die 
ocean, diough Maher said die squad 
is not encouraging alcohol and 
swimming. 

The event will feature a varietv 



of foods, beverages, including beer 
and wine, valet bicycle paricing, T- 
shirt sales and live entertainment 
Local bands.

"No rescue squad can fight it by 
themselves. We've got to pull to- 
gedier. This is our donation to the 
system," said Maher. 

The city's emergency medical 
service system is the largest all- 
volunteer system in the United 
States. According to Rick Schoew, 
Beachfest co-chaiiman, die system 
saves the city $7.2 million a year 
in services, and saves die taxpayers 
millions because there are no 
salaries to pay. 

The Virginia Beach squad, which 
currently has 84 volunteers, re- 
sponded to 7,200 calls last year.

Though Beachfest hasn't re-

"It's an opportunity to come out 
and have fun," said Schoew.

Aubrey Watts Steps Down As City Manager 



Council Divided On 
Employees' Early 
Retirement Plan

Aubrey V. Watts, Jr., has re- 
signed as Virginia Beach city 
manager, taking advantage of 
the city's early retirement 
program. 

It happened just like 
Councilman John A. Baum said 
several weeks ago when 
council adopted the early 
retirement plan for city em- 
ployees - the live mes retire. 

At the time Baum had said 
that the only problem with an 
early retirement plan, a method 
used by the private sector 
sometimes as well as 
government to diin ranks and 
save money, is that "the live 
ones retire and the dead ones 
don't." 

At the executive session last 
week, when Watts announced 
his tesignation to council, 
Baum reported that one of die 
council members said, "I hate 
early retirement," and Baum 
replied, "Didn't I tell you?" 

"Watts is one of the live 
ones," Baum said after the 
meeting. "We're going to have 
a real problem," said Baum, 
finding- a replacement

Now, one 
would think this to be a highly unlikely combination of players, but it's diis 
unique mixture, I think, that niakes diis so incredibly dynamic. 

So many people try to pigeon-hole a musician's style, or force them into a 
narrow category, but diese guys have broken out of the mold and turned on the 
heat I truly sympathize with all of you who missed diis one, because you really, 
realty missed it. 

Bass guitar has always been relegated to the background in music, widi 
occasional bursts of a solo here or diere, w a sometimes smattering of melodic 
passages becoming an integral part of a song; but never has die bass been 
brought to the f(»efrYXit until Mr. Hamm came along. Oh sure, you have Jaco, 
Stanly Qulce, Puatuoct. among others, but dus guy does things with the 
instrument once undreamed of. 

He lays down a mean groove and plays a bottom line with his left-hand, 
while playing harmonic and melodic counterpoint widi his right hand, and it 
sounds like he has four hands.

Sure he sounds great widi B.O.C. but here is another 
case of monster musician breaking free of his chains and stretching out to prove 
he can groove. He and Stu woiked so well together it sounded like diey had 
performed widi each odier forever. It is my undo^tanding diat diey only had 
less dian a week's rehearsal before die tour began, but hearing them, you would 
never know it 

Jimmy Yaeger added die final touch widi some of die most tasteful and 
understated keyboard work I've heard. When Stu would be playing up high on 
the neck of his bass. Jimmy was subtly holding down the bottom widi his left 
hand while adding bursts of embellishment widi his right He played Just die 
right stuff and rounded out die sound perfectly. 

A lot of die time, when you see musicians of diis calibre, diae is a lot of "too 
busy" playing going on; which makes for a cacophony of clashing notes, but 
not widi these guys. They all complemented each odier so well, diat it seems 

obvious that this is a match made in heaven that has no where to go but upward 
and onward. 

I'm hoping diis band goes into die studio together, because Uiey have some 
true musical magic to offer, and widi the sad state of die music business diese 
days, it is somediing sorely needed. 

I've been telling you how great these guys play together, but I didn't tell you 
what a bunch of nke guys diey are. After the show, I was lucky enough to talk 
widi each of them, and there was so sign of "Rock-star-itis" in any of them. 
They are die type of pe(^le you'd want to invite to your house if you were 
having a party, because they are all brimming over widi genuine enthusiasm 
and pers(Miality.

Virginia Beach And Phoenix Fire 
Departments Have Similar Missions 



Based on current capabilities 
and national exposure as one of 
the leaders in the field of urban 
aeaich and rescue, the Virginia 
Beach Fire Department Technical 
Rescue Team, in conjunction 
with the Phoenix Fire 
Dqjaitment, decided it was time 
to flop talking and start doing 
ami therfore initiated an ex- 
change program. 

The teams, which are also 
participants of the National 
Urban Search and Rescue 
Initiative, took part in »;tivities 
at the Norfolk Naval Air Station, 
John B. Dey Water Tower, and 
the Virginia Beach Fire Training 
Center. 

Activities included: trench and 
coUapse operations, shipboard 
and helicopter firefighting 
qiierations, and interior^ exterior, 
and structural water tower 
tolerations. Training in cmfmed 
qMce entry and rescue operations 
were held onboard the Battleship 
Wisconsin and the USS Siapan. 

As a result of inquiries from 
several organization the 
American Heat/Pulse, a film 
company that does fue and rescue 
videos internationally, filmed 
the entire project in Virginia 
Beach and Phoenix, three will 
also be a year-long series on th( 
program. 

The Fednal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency (FEMA) began 
developing a process of naiiona 
uban_ asttch and rescue res}urces 



that could be deployed on short 
notice to a major disaster in the 
United States following a smes 
of natural disasters around the 
world. 

The program is focused on 
teams and organizations with a 
significant capability of being 
trained, equipment standards and 
funding support such as Virginia 
Beach and Phoenix who have 
been asked to participate in the 
program. 

By Sept. 21, the goal is to 
have 25 task forces organized. 
They will be selected by 
geographical distribution and 
how well existing c^abilities fit 
the requirements. The 

sponsoring organization has the 
responsibility of administration, 
financial and personnel manage- 
ment, recruiting, training, 
organizing and certifying all 
members of the task force. 
Funding is available for only 25 
task forces leaving the remaining 
applicants to be entered into the 
national data base as potential 
resources. In the future if 
funding becomes available these 
participants may become 
eligible. 

The rescue team is the largest 
component of the task force, but 
it is relatively straight forward as 
far as handling administrative 
measures. The search, medical 
and technical teams are, 
howevo', more complex. Many 
of the teams are scattered

Medical teams are required to 
have large numbers of supplies 
and equipment lliis component 
may require a sponsor such as a 
hospital to provide training.

The creating of a federal 
system of trained state-of-the-art 
equipped resources is 
commendable. With these 
resources it will be possible to 
respond to local and state emo'- 
gencies.

The City's "Working Poor" - At No Cost 



Donations Sought 
For New Facility 
And New Supplies

Since it opened its doors in 
1986, the Beach Health Center has 
served more than 6,000 Virginia 
Beach residents who don't qualify 
for public health. 

Since primary health care is 
needed, no matter what a person's 
income is, the center, located on 
18th Street and Baltic Avenue, look 
it upon itself to provide that care - 
at no cost. 

"Wc realized the city of Virginia 
Beach had a large population that 
falls just slightly above poverty 
level. The working poOT is a catch 
phrase of die '90s," said Maryellen 
Baldwin, the center's president 

The center is open to those Vir- 
ginia Beach residents who can't af- 
ford visits to a private doctor or 
hospital. The facility, run by vol- 
unteers, utilizes the ser>^ces of 
about 40 local doctors and 20 ^- 
cialists, 40 nurses and 30 volun- 
teers who perform screenings. 

The center began by providing 



clinic services one night a wedc, 
but has since extended it to three 
nights a week and Friday mornings. 
On Tuesdays, Thursdays and Friday 
mornings, general medicine services 
arc provided; Wednesday is GYN 
night and general physicaJs arc also 
avail^e. 

Many of the center's patients are 
referred by the Virginia Beach 
Health Department, especially if 
they require immediate medical at- 
tention. Many of the doctors who 
donate their time to the center, see 
more patients at the center at night 
than they do during they day at their 
private practice, Baldwin said. 

"We're not in the business to 
turn people away," she said. 

The center previously operated on 
a walk-in basis, but now patients 
are encouraged to call ahead first. 
When a new patient arrives at the 
center, she is asked to explain her 
financial situation, her reason for 
visiuig the clinic, and is then placed 
on a list to be seen by a doctor. 

"Anybody could probably come 
through the door and say 'I need 
help,' and we'd probably wouldn't 
turn them away," Baldwin said. 

Gloria Stuart was one of those 
patients. Stuart, a Great Neck 
Landing resident, was referred to the 
center by the Health Department 
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about a year ago. She was just go- 
ing in for a routine pap smear when 
the center detected high blood pres- 
sure. She has been visiting the 
center regularly for medication and 
monitoring. 

"I don't have any insurance and I 
have a liver problem and they re- 
ferred me to a specialist at no cost," 
said Stuart, who is 60. 

Stuan, who works part-time for 
the American Association of Re- 
tired Persons' senior employment 



office, said she has had cxicnisvc 
blood work done that she other wise 
couldn't afford. 

"If it didn't exist, I don't know 
where I would go. They help so 
many people," she said. 

According to Baldwin, there are 
ho narcotics on the center's 
premises, but some of the doctors 
do donate some non-narcotic sup- 
plies. The center does write pre- 
scriptions, which are paid for

Instead of being treated by the Virginia Beach Health De- 
partment <H- by a private physician, these jNtt^tt can receive 
quality care from vdunteor docKirs and nurses. All t^)es of 
services are provided, fiom gynecdogical to treating a common 
cokL And all are fiee of charge. 

Because the sovices are available, doesn't mean that they are 
available to everyone. Each patient is screened and nnist qualify 
for die care. But voy rarely does die center turn anyone away. 

With the cost of healdi care dieae days, many indi^nt peopte 
are not able to receiw die i»oper care. Many people don't even 
attempt to get help because Uiey bum they can't afford it. 
Doctor and hospital trills can {Mit a big strain on the pocketbo(^. 
Through the Healdi Center, dieir worries idxNit paying the bill 
can be fcngotten. 

The many volunteers and docton and nurses who donate 
their dme to die center should be commemorated. It's not often 
that something is offoed for fiee, especially s(Mnediing diat is 
so profitable.

New residents in Virginia Beach may not be aware of one of our 
city's proudest, and least expensive, traditions. A call to 911 within 
the city limits will, within minutes generate help - and if the emer- 
gency is medical, a team of volunteers will provide prompt, efficient 
service. 

Emei^ency Medical Services in Virginia Beach have b^n provided 
by all- volunteer squads since 1952. In all of Virginia, volunteer res- 
cue squads have been providing emergency meiit:al care for more than 
60 years, since the founding of the Roanoke Life Saving and First 
Aid Crew in 1928. Now, there are 348 licensed volunteer EMS agen- 
cies in Virginia, staffed by more than 10,000 volunteers. The pool 
of people available to volunteer is getting smaller, however, because 
Virginia has more dual income families than ever before. In general, 
as we Virginians work harder and play harder, we have less time for 
volunteer service. As a result, many Virginia cities are now project-

Council Asked To Open To Public Chesapeake Bay Preservation Bd. Meetings

A Chesapeake Bay property 
owner has asked City Council to 
open to the public meetings of 
the review committee of the 
Chesapeake Bay Preservation 
Area Board. 

Peter Pierce told council last 
week that it would be helpful for 
property owners to be at the 
meetings so that they will know 
what issues they would have to 
address when the items come 
before the board. 

Pierce also opposed an 
amendment to the city's Chesa- 
peake Bay ordinance, which de- 
fines highly erodible soils. The 
definition, he said, effectively 
increases the buffer required bc- 
tw^n the water and construction 
under the regulations. 

The original definition of 



"high erodible soils" was taken 
from the Virginia Beach Soil 
Survey. 

Tte new definition says such 
soils are "on slopes seaward of 
the point at which the slope of 
the ground changes from less 
than six percent to greater than 
six percent and the toe of the 
slope is located within 100 feet 
of any component of the Re- 
source Protection Area." 

Pierce said that this deflni- 
tion could require a buffer or 
more than 100 feet, since the 
measurement is taken from the 
top of the six percent slope. 

Pierce differs with the staff 
contention that the change does 
not add land to the designated 
Chesapeake Bay Preservation ar- 
eas. 



People who find that the site 
where Uiey want to build is now 
in the preservation area, Pierce 
said, will have to go through the 
hearing process. 



Pierce said that the change 
will not affect him, but will pre- 
sent a problem for others. Pierce 
has a two-and-a-half-acre site in 
Alanton off Linkhon Bay, which 



he is dividing into two lots. 

The review committee which 
was to consider his i^^rty met 
last week, but Pierce said that 
since the meetings are closed he 



is at a disadvantage in prefaring 
for the board meeting on July 22 
which he plans to attend. Both 
the Planning Commission and

BaMwin saki thai the screening to 
qq>ly for care is not in-dcpth. There 
is no set income that a patient must 
possess; each circumstance is 
different, she said. In Stuart's case, 
she has no health insurance, there- 
fwe, hospitals and private physi- 
cians probably wouldn't treat her. 

Though the center is doing a 
good deed by providing free health 
care to those who are struggling fi- 
nancially, it is struggling just as 
hard as some of its patients. 

When the center first c^ned, a 
Virginia Be^h resi(tent donated an 
800-square-foot house on Baltic 
Avenue to the cause. The center 
made a few renovations and the 
home owner provided them with a 
facility - rent £ree. 

Now, after five years, the owner 
wishes to sell the home, but the 
center can't afford to purchase it. 
The center has agreed to be respon- 
sible for hazard insurance on the 
{noperty as well as city taxes. There 
are approximately $3,608.09 in ac- 
crued taxes due at this time. In order 
to pay the taxes, the center asked 
the city for a grant. The grant 



would permit the few dollars in the 
center's budget to be a|q>lied mwc 
directly to medical care. 

"The city recognizes that we're 
saving it an awful lot of money," 
said Baldwin, who added that the 
center saves the city about 
$300,000 in Mrvices each year. 
"Virginia Beach is unique in that 
we don't get much money from the 
state because our tax base is so 
low. It's perceived that we're an af- 
fluent community." 

The center has decided that the 
house is to small to accomodate its 
growing number of patients. But, 
the center also does not have the 
resources to pay a mMithly rent on 
its own. 

"We need to change our location. 
What makes us unique is that we 
want to have a space we can occupy 
and utilize our equipment and vol- 
unteers," said Baldwin. 

If more people knew about the 
center, Baldwin said, it may be eas- 
ier to solicit funds for a new build- 
ing, The center is currently being 
supported by Virginia Beach Gen- 
eral Hospital, Sentara Health Sys- 
tems, the medical community, local 



churches and the United Way. lu 
current annual budget is $49,500. 
The center also hopes to provide 
patknt transportation and obtain 
more equipment in the future. 

"We feel we're one of the best 
kept secrets in Virginia Beach. We 
need community support," said 
(BaMwm. 

I But, Baldwin said, many people 
woQHdQnate to a cause that they 
think caters lo the homeless. Bald- 
win want to make it clear that the 
center's patients are trying to make 
a Iving. 

"Our population is not a home- 
less population. We classify them 
as the working poor," she said. "If 
they're not healthy, how are they 
going to functiOT?" 

Though the center, which will 
celebr^ its fifth annivosay in Oc- 
tober, has never held a major don- 
paign to solicit funds, it hopes that 

the public will come forward with 
donations. 

"This is a problem that's not go- 
ing way," said Baldwin. "It needs to 
be addressed."

Through the board has many 
ideas for the program, no actkwi can 
be taken without the appropriate 
funds, said Ryan. Letters have been 
sent to psychiatric institutions,

Carefully 
crafted messages fw print ads, billboards and counts cards were pro- 
duced and distributed diroughoitt die city. Commanding die reader to 
"Play A Part In Real Daytime Drama," die campaign showed how 
volunteers can "Perform A Meaningful Role In Someone Else's Life." 

Production and media expanses were provided by die 1 1 volunteo' 
squads, Virginia Beach General Hospital, and Group III Communica- 
tions. The response to the appeal for volunteers was overwhelming. 
To date. 847 inquiries have been received. Fnmi diese inquiries. 246 
volunteers have joined die rescue system, and 108 others are in 
training and are likely to apply for membership. At a time when res- 
cue squads across the country are experiencing a decline in volun- 
teerism, Virginia Beach is experiencing a real resurgence of volunteo' 
support. 

Community and individual pride have proven to be important fac- 
tors in die success of Virginia Beach's all-volunteer rescue squads. 
Widi emphasis on dynamic and innovative recruiunent, our rescue 
squads will continue to attract peq>le committed to volunteer service, 
to saving lives, and to saving taxpayers' money. In Virginia Beach, 
die rescue squads are a volunteer tradition . . . and. as we all know, in 
Virginia, traditions are not easily forgotten.

Beach Wins Decision On Lake Gaston 



Tlw city of Virginia Beach 
recently announced that the 
Fourtii Circuit Federal Aj^eals 
Court has iqiheld die validity of 
die permit issued by die U.S. 
Corps of Engineers fw the Lake 
Gaston water project 

LitigMion over die permit 
began in 1984. 

The FedoBl District Court in 
Raleigh nikd against North C^- 
olina's challenge to the permit 
in Feb. 1990; NorUi Carolina 
appealed that decision. The 
appeals court in its July 3 
decision upheld the lower court's 
ruling that the permit is valid. 

In its order, the court noted 
that while there is controversy 
over the interbasin transfer of 
water from Lake Gaston to 
Southeastern Virginia, "there is 
no longer any controversy con- 
cerning either the environmental 
effects on the Roancdce River, or 
die need tot a new supply of wa- 
va in Virginia Beach." 

City Manager Aubrey V. 
Watts, Jr. said, "This is an im- 
portant step in implementing 
this desperately needed project. 



Cwrent coi^itions in o\a water 
system udkate just how much 
we need diis project. The court 
noted, as we have throughout 
this litigation process, that 
Nordi Carolina's allegations of 
adverse environmental impacts 
woe not substantiated by an evi- 
dence." 

Mayor Meyoa E. Obemdorf 
noted, "We are very pleased widi 
this decision. The city intends to 
press forward on all fronts to 
make diis project a reality and to 
assure the city has a safe, reli- 
able supply of water." 

The q}peals court decision is 
the culmination of more than 
seven years of litigation over 
the corps permit. This same 
qqieals court is now considering 
the city's appeal of a lower 
colfrt's ruling issuing an 
injunction against construction 
of the city's project, until 
approval by the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission is 
granted for easements necessary 
to construct the withdrawal 
facilities in Lake Gaston.

Tips On Growing Hyacinths In Virginia Beach 



Many gardeners prefer to use 
bone meal as a slow-release source 
of phosphorus for their bulbs. 
HowevCT, due to the extended |xo- 
cessing of bones used to produce 
bone meal, available phosptiwus is 
signiTicandy reduced aid should not 
be counted on se the only source of 
{rfiosphorus. Bring a soil sample 
into your local Extension office to 
determine if die soil contains nutri- 
ents (oi c^mal plant growth. 

Avoid the temptation to plant 
hyacindis in stiff rows and stark 
geometric |»tters. They look best 
when ncsUed among shrubbery or 
ground covers or interplanted in 
clumps with odier bulb flowers. 
Since hyacinths grow about 10 
inches tall, they are especially 
erfcctivc in c(Mnbination with daf- 
fodils and tulips. If hyacinths arc 
used in borders, plant them two or 
direc rows deep, rather dian in a 
single row. Mix and match colors 
for maximum eflecL 

Busy poring over bulb catalogs 
and making ckxisions for fall plant- , 
ing? Consider putting in hyi^rinths 
diis year. 

Hyacimh bulls arc planted in the 



fall and require very litde mainte- 
tanct. Ha^ perennials, hyacinths 
will continiK to bloom for several 
years, although the quality of the 
flower decreases each yem' in mmy 
areas. 

Virginia Beach residents should 
I^ant hyacindi bulbs when die soil 
tenqieratiure has fallen to 60 degrees 

Since hy»;inths grow 
about 10 inches tall, 
tfiey are especially ef- 
fective in connbination 
with daffodils and 

tulips. 

F. This geaoally occurs from Oc- 
tober 10 ealy Deixmber. 

Hyacindis |x«fer |»rtial shade. 
Avoid planting them in areas that 
receive direct midday sun. Good 
drainage is essential. Break up and 
loosen the soil to a depth of 10 
inches. If the soil is mosdy clay, 
start preparing your site 1 or 2 
years iriiead of time by mixing in an 
wganic material such as compost 
(up to 30 percent in volume). 
Bulbs will survive better in well- 



prepared, loose soil. 

Plant hyacinths tulips, and odier 
large bulbs 8 inches deep (from 
ground level to die base of the 
bulb). Space diem 6 inches apart. 
Once the bulbs are in position, 
cover them with about 3 to 4 
inches of soil, and water the area. 
Add die remaining soil, and water 
again. Then cover die area with a 
3-inch layer of organic mulch. 
Keep die soil moist, particularly 
during dry ^Is.

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Council Has 90 
Days To Approve 
Watershed Plan

Unless die city has a {rotec- 
tion plan for the southern water- 
sheds in place by Oct. 9, a 
Pungo property owner will be 
permitted to expand a housing 
development in the rural area of 
the city which conforms neitho' 
to the former Comprehensive 
Land Use Kan or the new plan. 

City Council, by a vote of 6- 
3, OHiditioned approval ioi a use 
pomit for five single-family lots 
in Pungo on a delay in construc- 
tion on four of the lots until 
Council adopts a watershed plan 
OT until Oct. 9, whichever comes 
first. Voting against the permit 
approval were Mayor Meyera 
Obemdorf, CouncUwoman Reba 
McClanan and Councilman James 
W. Brazier, Jr. 

That gave the city 90 days 
from last Tuesday when the use 
permit was considered to approve 
a plan for the southern water- 
sheds. 

The watersheds were excluded 
from the Chesapeake bay Preser- 
vation ordinance because they do 
not empty into the Chesapeake 
Bay. However, when the Chesa- 
peake Bay regulations were 
adopted, Council decided to adopt 
a protection plan for the water- 
sheds in die southern part of die 
city. Last October, Council in- 
structed staff to investigate local 
regulations for water quality pro- 
tection. 

At a work session, Louis E. 
Cullipher, director, presented die 
draft report prepared on die wa- 
tersheds prepareid by the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources and 
Rural Services. 

Council registered disappoint- 
meat that the ^wrt offend no 
way that protection measures 
could be adopted before Council's 
August vacation, that no ordi- 
nances were available which 
could be voted up or down. And 
Council still has no plan to 
guide it in making decisions in- 
volving the m<Jre environmen- 
tally fragile areas of die city. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf 
pointed out diat more applica- 
tions would be coming in that 
would fall under a southern 
watersheds protection plan. 

She asked whedier the staff had 
any idea how many applications 
of this type were in the hopper. 
City Manager Aubrey V. Watts. 
Jr. replied that diere was no way 
the staff would know what 
iqiplications would be filed. 

Oie diat fit die bill was befcHe 
councU recently - the Frank T. 
Williams application for a con- 
ditional use permit for five sin- 
gle-family homes on the south 
side of Three Pine Lane south of 
Nawney's Creek Road. His attor- 
ney, R. Edward Bourdon, Jr., 
described Williams as die largest 
fanner operating in the city and 
one of the largest in the Com- 
monwealth. 

The property involved is part 
of a 45-acre tract off Nawney's 
Creek Road which has the sub- 
ject of various planning 
applicatims during 80s'. Fifteen 
single-family lots currcndy exist 
on the AG-2 agricultural-zoned 
portion of die property located 
between Nawney's Cre^ Road 
and Three Pines Road, a short 
road paralleling Nawncys Creek 
Road and connected to Nawney's 
Creek Road dirough die existing 
15-unit development. The 
property is in the Back Bay 
watershed and abuts Nawney's 
Creek. 

The property in the new 
application is on AG-1 zoned 
property. Originally single- 
family home construction was 
permitted in AG-2 zones 
(agricultural property extending 
600 feet from a road), but a con- 
ditional use permit was needed 
for development in AG-1, the 
property beyond the 600 fwt. 
Williams requested a rezoning 
from AG-1 to AG-2 for die 26.3 
acres on which he filed the 
newest application, but that ^)- 
pltcatioi was cfenied cm kprX 24, 
1989.

Under regulations existing on 
May 6, 1989, Williams would 
not have been permitted any 
residential lots on the AG-1 
property. Also, the original 
tract which extended 1,350 feet 
on Nawney's Creek Road would 
have been considered for nine 
lots under today's guidelines 
which also permit only one sin- 
gle-family residence on the 
property. In the most recent ap- 
plication the new regulations re- 
quire a use permit for construc- 
tion in both the AG-2 and AG-1 
zones. 

The fact that the density for 
the property has already been 
exceeded was among the factors 
in objections to the use permit. 

The Planning Commission 
recommended approval of the 
application by a vote of 4-2 with 
three abstentions. The Planning 
Department, however, found that 
the application does not conform 
to the Comprehensive Land Use 
Plan in a number of ways. The 
new plan encourages the location 
of houses in rural areas in clus- 
ters to limit the number of ac- 
cesses required from the road and 
limits the development to the 
construction of two houses a 
year. 

The staff report says that the 
applicant's proposal does not 
meet all the requirements of the 
AG-1 and AG-2 Districts and two 
of the lots do not meet the 
minimum lot width of 150 feet. 
Besides the subdivision variance 
that has been applied for, a vari- 
ance from the Zoning Board of 
Appeals would be needed to cre- 
ate the subdivision as proposed. 

"It was not the intent of this 
ordinance," says the staff report, 
"to create lots that did not meet 
the minimum lot requirements of 
the agricultural districts." 



Bourdon said that the appli- 
cant would allow a 30-foot 
conservation easement, do 
extensive planting, use best 
management practices for storm 
water runoff and limit 
development to two units a year. 
The five units are expected to be 
completed by the middle of 
1994, he said. 

Bourdon said that the impact 
for the homes would be less se- 
vere than the impact from farm- 
ing. The opposition disagreed. 

Anthony D. Leger, manager of 
the Back Bay Wildlife Refuge fot 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice, said that he would prefei 
Canning. He said that he was noi 
there to oppose building houses, 
but that the property is within 
the boundary of the wildlife 
refuge and has been identified as 
a wildlife habitat. He said diat 
development is popular because 
people want to get as close to 
tte water as they can, but that he 
wants to see the land preserved. 
He said that the 26 acres is not 
all upland, and is actually mostly 
marsh, so that in reality five 
houses would be located on seven 
acres of land. 

He said that the farmland, 
woods, meadows and grasslands 
arc needed for mammals and mi- 
gratory birds and the marshes 
also act as a filter. The edge of 
the lots will be msu-shland, he 
said, and the area needs a water- 
shed management plan. 

"I care deeply about the water- 
shed. It's important to us." He 
said that if high density devel- 
opment is permitted now, Coun- 
cil would be precluding any pro- 
tective measures you may take 
later. 

He asked that a protection 
|4an be iwt into effect before any 
development is permitted.

Faucettc said die old policy 
which resulted in automatic loss of 
credit far cxcessiw absences did not 
provide positive incentive for 
school attendance and sent a puni- 
tive message to students and par- 
ents. 

The new regulation includes 
school-related activitks among rea- 
sons for excused absences and in- 
tents are permitted to make up

Fish and WiUltfe Ser- 
vKe has announced the rdeue oi 
the 1991-92 edition <rf die Federal 
Duck Stamp. 

The Federal Itack Stamp pro- 
gram has become one of the nKMt 
successful consovaUon prc^rams 
ever initiated. To date, over 350 
million duck stamp dollars have 
gcme to preserve over four millim 
acres of wedand refuges for North 
American waterfowl. 

TIk idea for a fednal revenue 
stamp for wildlife conservation in 
America began with nationally- 
known cartoonist J.N. "Ding" Dar- 
ling. Due in large measure to his 
forsight and dedication, on March 
16, 1934, Congress passed the mi- 
gratwy Bird Hunting Stamp Act, 
requiring every watnfowl hunter 
over the age of IS to purchase a 
stamp annually. 

Proceeds from the sale of the 
Duck Stamps were earmarked to 
buy and lease watofowl habitat. 
Darling himself designed Uie first 
stamp, a pencil sk^h of two mal- 
lards coming in over a marsh pond.

New Pungo Bridge Dedicated 



The city of Virginia Beach re- 
cently hosted a dedicatioi cere- 
mony for the new Pungo Fory 
Bridge, which spans the North 
Landing River and links the 
Pungo and Blackwater borouehs. 

The old bridge isa second-hsnd 
swing span bridge, purchased 
from the city of Portsmouth in 
1952. Originally built in 1934, 
the bridge has served Virginia 
Beach as an impratant east-west 
connector between Princes Anne 
Road and Blackwater Road. 

Based on the age and conditicm 
of the bridge, in 1982 weight 
limits were imposed and heavier 
vehicles were required to ride in 
the center of the road, one at a 
time. 

After considering several alter- 
natives, city officials decided to 
replace the existing bridge with 
one that would best serve the 
city's present and future trans- 
potation needs in the area. The 
new 3,640-foot, two-lane, high 
level, fixed ^)an bridge provides 
65 feet of vmical clearance over 
the Iniracoastal Waterway, which 
runs from New Jersey to FkHida. 

From the beginning of the 
project, special attention was 
given to potecting environmen- 
tally sensitive areas. Since the 
new roadway and bridge cn- 



croiK:hed upon wetlands which 
were home to the Dismal Swamp 
Shrew, an endangered species 
apfxoximately 70,000 square feet 
of man-made wetlands were cre- 
ated 

The man-made wetlands are 
located on the eastern bank of the 
river, adjacent to an existing red 
maple-black gum swamp and ir' 
rigaticMi canal. They were created 
with the cooperation of the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service and the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers 
Careful consideration was given 
not only to the physical condi- 
tions needed to create a successful 
wetland area, but also to 
compensating for environmental 
value lost as a result of the pro- 
ject 

The preliminary design phase 
of the project bepn with a feasi- 
bility study initiated in 1979. In 
May of 1987 , the consulting 
firm of Ralph Whitehead and As- 
sociates was selected to prepare 
plans and q)ecifications for the 
bridge and the approaching two- 
laiw roadway. The final plans 
were comirieted in 1989 and the 
contract was awarded to T.A. 
Loving of GoldsbOTO, N.C. The 
total cost of die project of $9.4 
milliwi.

Mimosa Webworm Can Be Very Damaging In Virginia Beach 



The mimosa webwom has be- 
come a serious pest of omamoital 
mimosa and honey locust trees in 
Virginia Beach. 

Larvitf feed on the leaf surfaces 
causing the foliage to be 
skeletonized. The lower leaf 
epidermis is usually entirely 
destroyed. On the mimosa, leaves 
will die and turn dull-gray. On the 
honey locust, die leaves will turn 
brown, as if fire-scorched. 



Leaves and flowers are webbed 
togedier as larvae feed and devdq). 
Usually the entire tree is involved 
with larvae scattered hoe and there 
diroughout the foliage. Leaflets 
from different leaves are often 
webbcxl together. Repeated attacks 
soiously weaken trees, occasionally 
leading to death. 

Urvae are grayish to dark-brown, 
smetimes tinged with rose or pink 
and are I -to 1- inch long, five 
white aripes run die lengdi of die 



body. The larvae are extremely 
active, wriggle violendy, and drop 
on silk strands when disturbed, 
much like many leaf-rollers. The 
«lult modi is seldom seen, but has 
a }-inch wing span. Wings are 
gray widi a silver sheen and black 
dots. 

The webbing is most conspic- 
uous in August from the second 
brood. Second generation pupae 
overwinter in crevices on tree 
trunks (x protected by soil cover or 
litter. Tha% is considoable overiap 



ofgeneratkms. 

Since many eggs are laid inidally 
and the young larvae feed 
extnisivdy. trees shouW be w^hed 
in June for the earliest signs of 
feeding. Larvae are more difficult 
to control whoi larger and webbing 
is extensive. Adult moths are 
active ovw a perkxl of time, so new 
egp may be lakl after die effects of 
eviitf qvays have dissipated. It is 
helpful to keep leaves and odier 
debris ralred up unda hoA trees.

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Police Chief Increases Public's 
Understanding Of Brutality

Ever since the highly publi- 
cized anest of Rodney King by 
Los Angeles police ofFiceni, 
citizens across America have 
closely examined their local 
police departments, with a 
critical lo<^ at the use of 
physical force. 

In this report to the 
community, I would like U) let 
the citizens and visitors in 
this community know about 
the efforts of the Virginia 
Beach Police Department to 
ensure that only necessary 
force is utilized in the 
perfcHtnance of our duties. 

In (xder to talk about our du- 
ties, I must flrst describe the 
basic police mission. The po- 
lice function is much more 
than just catching criminals. 
We must protect constitutional 
rights, provide service with 
sensitivity, and demonstrate 
our belief in the value of all 
peoples. This department 
strives to prevent criminal ac- 
tivity and to provide an envi- 
ronment that will improve the 
quality of your life. 

Our approsKh to implement- 
ing these goals is to offer a 
community service model of 
policing, with an emphasis on 
input from the community. 
Citizens are beginning to take 
a critical look at how they are 
policed, and have indicated an 
interest in taking an active 
role in public safety. 

I have noticed that here in 
Virginia Beach, we have a so- 
phisticated, intelligent 
peculation that recognizes tiiat 
police are not defined by 
physical strength alone. There 
is a public expectation that 
this department demonstrate 
professionalism and awareness 
of the rights of all humans, as 
well as maintaining a low 
crime rate. We intend to fulfill 
that expectation. 

With these values as a 
foundation, why are you sud- 
denly beginning to hear about 
allegations of brutality in Vir- 
ginia Beach? Statistics and 
studies suggest tiiat society is 
becoming more violent. Many 
police television shows 
sensationally depict both 
criminal violence and police 
brutality as common practices. 
While Virginia Beach 
continues to enjoy a low crime 
rate, both residents and police 
are affected by U»is media 
poruayal. Citizens want to 
know tiiat tiiey are personally 
safe from acts of violence, but 
not at the risk of oppressive 
police tactics. 

In response to your concern 
about the actions of Virginia 
Beach officers, I have taken a 
step to share some of the inner 
workings of this department 
with you. Traditionally, be- 
cause of rights of individual 
officers, state laws, office- 
morale, and tiie need to protect 
some strategics from criminal 
awareness, police departments 
have remained silent on these 
kinds of issues. I believe, 
however, that Uie community 
has a need to increase its un- 
derstanding of the brutality is- 
sue, as well as a responsibility 
to communicate with police 
about the community values 
you cherish. 

Therefore, you will begin to 
see more information about 
complaints of excessive force 
and our response to them. It 
is not the case tiiat we are sud- 
denly taking action about 
these complainu; we lave al- 
ways actively worked to 
correct police misconduct. 
This is simply a change in 
what is publicly released. .1 am 
•itill limited in providing 
certain details, as many 
situations involve civil.

concerns and pending 
litigation, but I want you to 
receive at least enough 
information to assure you that 
we do not tolerate excessive 
use of force and that we con- 
tinually review our procedures 
to ensure that our officers are 
given all the tools they need 
to perform their job witii the 
utmost respect for human dig- 
nity. 

One impmtant tool we have 
is our use of force policy. 
This is issued to each officer 
on the date of employment. 
He/she is responsible for thor- 
oughly understanding this pol- 
icy, wWch will be reviewed in 
detail throughout 20 weeks of 
academy training, firearms 
^iMlifievHoii, riding with a 
field training officer, die pro- 
bation period and frequent in- 
service instruction. This pol- 
icy emphasizes the use of 
progressive force, dependent 
on the level of threat to an of- 
ficer or other person. 

Police officers have the 
discretion to choose from mere 
presence, verbal command, 
light hands-on, heavy hands- 
on, intermediate force (mace, 
the Nova stun gun, die baton) 
and lasUy, deadly force; tiie 
firearm. The use of tiiese al- 
ternatives is a stair-step pro- 
gression that an officer takes 
in response to the force di- 
rected at him, her or another 
person. If at any time the 
suspect escalates his force, the 
officer may do the same. 
Similarly, if die suspect de-es- 
calates his threat, tiie officer 
must de-escalate the force he 
uses. 

Secondly, officers receive 
extension training in cultural 
awareness to ensure that diver- 
sity is valued and understood. 
It is important for officers to 
be able to appreciate the 
unique communications 
techniques of all culture. This 
department has requested 
assistance from such agencies 
as the Chicago Police 
Department, Howard 
University, tiie ACLU and tiie 
NAACP to improve tiiis on- 
going training. Additionally, 
recruits and in-service officers 
receive training in die study of 
works as a force option, and 
human relations skills. 

Management too, must have 
the tools to perform their 
function. Supervisors receive 
training in recognizing officer 
stress, accountability and op- 
tions for correction. This de- 
partment also utilizes an in- 
depth screening process in the 
hiring of police officers. The 
process begins with a written 
examination, followed by 
testing of physical agility. 
The applicant then receives a 
polygraph, a background in- 
vestigati(»i and an oral board 
interview. 

Lastly, a complete physical 
and psychological examination 
is administered. The psycho- 
logical testing includes a bat- 
tery of tests and interviews 
that attempt to measure cmo-

Charies Brinson drinks about a 
gallon of water a day. He has to: if 
he didn't he'd probably pass out on 
the job. 

Brinson is a mail carrier who 
spends four to five hours a day. un- 
der die sun's beaming rays, deliver- 
ing mail to residents in the 
Lynnhaven uea With temperatures 
dcyrocketing past the 100-degree 
mark recently, you can bet that 
Brinson has learned to pace himself. 

"I've nevCT experienced heat like 
tiiat before. That's Uie hottest it's 
ever been," said Brinson about last 
week's 115-degree temperatures. 
"You just learn to deal witii it You 
don't really get used to it." 

Brinson is one of the lucky ones 
who didn't fall prey to tiie heat's 
dangers. Bill Kiley, Emergency 



Medical Services' public affairs of- 
ficer, said that Virginia Be«:h's r^- 
cuc squads responded to 23 heat-re- 
laled emergencies from July 10 
tiirough 24. That's a lot, he said, 
considering dtat diere were only 14 
cases for tiie entire mcmth of July 
last year. 

"The heat has definitely taken a 
toll on everybody this summer. 
We've been very busy," he said. 

The extremely high temperatures 
dial Virginia Beach has been expe- 
riencing can be life-tiveatening to 
us all, but particularly to senior 
citizens and small children, Kiley 
said, because they are unable to 
protect diemselves and dieir bodies 
arc unable to adjust to die heat. 

Most of die calls diat the rescue 
squads have responded to involved 
heat exhaustion, heat cramps v 
heat sUDke. Th<we suffering from 
heat exhaustion are unable to con- 
trol the water and salt levels in dieir 
body, Uierefore they become lethar- 
gic, sweaty, dizzy and experience 
headaches. 

High lemperaUues can also cause 
muscle cramps, which occur when

heat stroke, die most serious of the 
illnesses, occurs when a body can 
no longer sweat.

There's Help Available 

TTiousands of children of all ages are reported missing every 
ycar.J4ost of ttem are runaways. 

Obviously we all know how hard it is to be a teenager, espe- 
cially in this day and age. Kids go through changes and often- 
times the parents don't see those changes or choose to ignwe 
them. Kids also are faced with peer pressure - pressure to do 
drugs or drink alcohol or skip school - you name it. When a 
chad gives in, it often leads him or her to trouble. 

Apparently, some children cannot deal with the fact that they 
are teenagers - not adults - and cant handle curfews, being told 
what to to and who to hang out with. They don t undentand 
that their parents put these restrictions on them for their own 
good and safety. So, instead of communicating with their tam- 
ily aboitt their problems, some teens opt to run away from 
them. Many run to a friend's house and return soon after, but 
some run far away, alone, with no money and no one to turn 
to. These are the children who sometimes never return home, 
and not because they don't want to. 

Runaways who think they are old enough, mature enough 
and tough enough to live on their own, on the streets with other 
runaways and honwless people, are dead wrong. They dont 
realize how good they had it at home until they are gone. Run- 
aways often become involved in drugs, prostitution, theft - 
anything to make some money to survive. And, though they 
may make friends with other runaways and people their own 
age, these kids can also run into the wrong person. There a-e 
people out there who hunt for young, ignorant, desperate chil- 
dren. These are the kids who end up dead or in porno flicks. 

Sometimes kids runaway because they are sexually molested 
or physically or mentally abused. Who would blame them for 
wanting to run away? But, what these kids need to be told is 
that diere is help out there for them. Before they pack their bags 
and slip out of the house in the middle of the night without a 
penny in their pockets, they should be aware of the many hot- 
lines, shelters and support groups who cater to abused chil- 
dren. Make a phone call before you make any hasty decisions. 

Kids who leave home just because they think it's the cool 
thing to d6 should also be aware of a hotline number. 1-800- 
621-4000, that they can call for advise or help. 

Once these kids are rctunred home, they wiU probably realize 
that there's no place like home compared to the mean and lonely 
streets. If anyone you know has run away, and you know 
where they are hiding, let his or her parents know. You could 
be saving your friend's life. - K.L.D.

The Dcp»tm«»t of Housing and Neighborhood Preservation is en- 
gaged in sevCTsI activities that are designed to help preserve the 
ci^'s ncighbwhoods and enhance their quality of life. Some of these 
are new programs while others are being enhanced by combining or 
"emphasizing" certain activities in neighborhoods.

Local school board members attending the Virginia School Board 
Association's conference last week in Richmond were told that they 
are a major part of the (xoblem of public education. 

About 1,000 public school lay leaders heard John Chubb, a senior 
fellow at the Brookings Institute, insist that the democratic control of 
schools is Ihc problem, not the solution, to America's quest to im- 
prove public education. Chubb |vaised the group as a well intentioned 
and well meaning group of citizens, but at the same time he somberiy 
asked the group why there has been no significant improvement in 
education in spite of nearly a decade of good intentions and dedicated 
hard work on the part of policy makers in America. Chubb repeatedly 
told the group that the problem was not with teachers, but with the 
system. 



Suppose further that every high school in 

Virginia Beach was free to offer an educational 

program that yyoul d compete for students. 

He said that the system of running our schools, a tt^ down, regula- 
tion loaded ap|nx»ch, creates an environment whMC the "best qualities 
in our most successful schools arc harder and harder to create."

Ronald Adams Returns Home From War 



Now that the seven-month de- 
ployment which began last De- 
cember for the Virginia -based 
carrier USS Theodore Roosevelt 
and her air wing is finally over. 
Navy Petty Officer Ronald A. 
Adams and his shipmates in 
Navy squadron VFA- 15 will have 
time to relive their part in Oper- 
ation Desert Storm. 

But first came the joys associ- 
ated with homecoming, always 
an anticipated event for a sailor, 
but doubly welcomed when a 
Navy battle group returns from a 
combat zone. Roosevelt returned 
to the United States on June 28. 

Adams, the son of Elijah 
Adams of Virginia Beach, 
checks, maintains and loads 
bombs and missies with the 
Florida-based squadron which 
flies a hybrid fighter/atlack air- 
craft known as the F/A-18 hor- 
net. Desert Storm was the hw- 
net's first full-scale combat out- 
ing, and the feisty aircraft gave 
Iiaqui targets much more than a 
token buzzing. 

The commanding officer of 
VFA-15, Cmdr. Steve Kunkle, 
who served as executive officer 
(second in command) during the 
war. reported that the squadron 
drq>ped over one million pounds 
of ordnance on targets in Iraq 
and Kuwait and flew 565 combat 
sMties during 38 days of wartime 
operations. 

Although the air war was 
planned with remarkable preci- 
sion, there were still some sur- 
prises, according to Kunkle. 

"The massive threat we ex- 
pected never really materialized, 
and that was surprising," said 
Kundle. "His army and air force 
were combat experienced, but he 
must have thought we were 20 
feet tall. When Hussein started 
sending his planes to Iran, that 
was a surprise. We weren't too 
concerned, however, that he 
might later attempt a re-launch 
from Iranian airbases. 

"We kept wondering," Kunkle 
continued, "if he was just 
suckering us in. He had a lot of 
military capability, and there 
never was a single event that 
made us say, 'We got him now." 
We stayed cautious and were just 
waiting fw his final act. No wie 
believed or expected that he'd 
t^e such a pounding." 

One thing Kunkle does believe 
is that the squadron's success, 
and ultimately the success of the 
war, rested squarely on the 
shoulders of men like Adams, a 
1976 graduate of Orange Park 
High School in Orange Park, Fla. 
Describing his contribution to 
the deployment effort, Adams 
said, "I believe that my job of 
leading weapons and maintaining 
the F/A-18 aircraft weapons sys- 
tems allowed the pinpoint 
bombing capabilities that helped 
shorten the war and stopped a 
world-wide threat to peace." 

Of the six aircraft carriers that 
^x* part in DcKrt Storm only 
four (.arricd F/A-18's. Considered 



by military hardware analysts to 
be extremely well-designed, the 
hcffnets lived up to their reputa- 
uon tor dependability and tough- 
ness under adverse conditions 
and while operating at war-time 
tempo. 

"These planes just don't break 
down," said Kuiikle admiringly. 
"Thoe was also an extraordinary 
logistics effort made by the Navy 
to make sure we got the mainte- 
nance parts we needed. The lo- 
gistics pipeline was tremendous. 

"As i pilqt." he continued, 
"you have the sense when you 
get in the aircraft that every crew 
member in the squadron wants to 
go with you. The crew men 
never give you an inferior prod- 
uct. The Hornet is a single- 
seater, and when you go up you 
know you've been launched in as 
perfect a plane as they can make 
it." 

When a cease-fire was finally 
called in the Gulf, the scenario 
continiKd to be perfect for some 
of the ships who returned to 
homeport in time to experience 
the early euphoria of welcome- 
home celebrations. But the 



Roosevelt remained on station in 
the Persian Gulf as a deterrent to 
further hostililies. Then the car- 
rier and her air wing were di- 
verted to a new mission. 

In the mountains near Turkey, 
the Kurdish people, after an 
aborted rebellion against Hus- 
sein's regime, were starving and 
suffering, having fled before the 
wrath of the marauding Iraqi 
army. Mobilized for war, allied 
forces including die Navy, turned 
from waging war to providing 
humanitarian relief during Opera- 
tion Provide Comfort. 

Adams is philosophical about 
the time he spent in the Gulf re- 
gion. He says, "I feel strongly 
that our time and hard work was 
well worth it. We the free 
should always help those who 
wish to be free." 

Before the Roosevelt turned 
homeward, the carrier had off- 
loaded 34 million pounds of 
food, clothing and medical sup- 
plies to be used in assisting the 
Kurds. 

Meanwhile, on the carrier, a 
relief mission of another sort

Memories of the public's am- 
bivalence about Vietnam and the 
resulting lack of support for 
those who served there were 
buried under the avalanche of 
mail that crowded the canier's 
post office. 

Adams said. "Thanks, America, 
for all the support."

Year; Some Made It Home, Some Are StUl Missing

Yes, many of the children left 
dieir usually warm, loving, middle 
class homes for a cold, lonely place 
bettn known as die streets. Some 
of dw childroi fled alwave pisents 
or stqjparents, convinced that life 
as a runaway is bettN than life at 
home. 

According to SgL Ray Green- 
wood, of the Virginia Beach Poli(x 
Dq)annient's detective bureau, most 
runaways are between the ages of 
14 and 16, UKNigh some have been 
known to leave home as early as 
age 12. 

"They run away because of fam- 
ily problems, drug problems or 
they're mad because diey couldn't 
go out diat n^t," he said. 

Most runaways run straight to a 
friend's house and often return home 



soon ^er. OUiers nm far, ddier to 
iuiodia state or to a place where 
diey believe they will find die most 
fun - the Oceanfront. Oftentimes 
runaways are foimd deeping under 
the boardwalk or in abandoned 
houses. 

"They go for die nightlife, die 
crowds. We fimi a lot of runaways 
at game rooms. It's like a subcul- 
ture of runaways. They kmm odier 
p«)ple diat will help diem," said 
Greenwood. "It doesnt take kmg for 
diem to make contact wiUi odier 
ninaways." 

Though most children do run 
away from home, dierc arc a per- 
centage of diem who run from ju- 
venile holding facilities because it 
is easy to get away. Greenwood 
said. Those who run from home do 
so usually because of sexual or 
physical abuse, drugs and alcohol or 
die inability to communicate with 
their parents. 

Once a chikl is discovered miss- 
ing. Greenwood said, die parents 
usually notifiy die police. An offi- 
cer is dien dispatclKd to the house 
so die parents can sign a release 



form, giving die police pomisaon 
to circulate the child's picture. 

When the report is sent to 
Greeenwood's sqittd, die detectives 
begin digging fw infmmation; they 
find out what the child likes to 
hang out, who his friends are, what 
his interests are. 

"A lot of dmes you make the 
first phone c^ and die child's al- 
ready hcHne," Greenwood said. 

The average time diat a runaway 
spends away from home is usually 
less dian a day, Greoiwood said. 
The longest a child hu been miss-

ing in Virginia Beach is about fmir 
or five months. He added diat more 
teenage girls are repwted missing 
than boys. 

"We are fortunate diat some kids 
do come home on their own," he 
said. 

Those who don't come home 
may survive by stealing money 



from dieir pvoits and hitchhike to 
get aixMind. Greenwood stressed diat 
not all kids are "tough;" no matter 
how well a child thinks he can 
handle himself, there are still dan- 
gers dutt di^ may face. 

"If a chikl is to be injured, abused 
or molested, most of diem don't 
c»ry an ID on them. They don't re- 
alize the dangers, die people that 
can take advmitage of diem. They're 
a target out diere," he said. 

Though a fair amount of run- 
aways come from single parent 
families or stepparent families. 
Greenwood said diat diere is no 
particular trend. S(Hne come from 
military families, professional 
families and blue collar families as 
well. 

What about die chikl who leaves 
home because of sexual or physical 
abuse, either by a parent or other 
frunily member? Is it fair to return 
diem to an idnisive environment? If 
a child is picked up by police and 
says he is not going home because 
of abuse. Greenwood said die pcrfKe 
declare it an emergency situation 
and refer die child to a family 
trauma squad. 

Instead of sending the child back 
home, die squad Hrst makes sure 
diat the oerDetratw of die abuse is 
taken out of the home and is ar-

rested, but only if diere is probable 
cause. 

If a chikl claims that his parents 
sometimes hit him' with a belt (x 
yells at him frequently, he is usu- 
ally referred to Child Protective 
ServKes or to a non-secure juvmile 
holding facility such as die Seton 
House for Girls. 

Though most runaways are found 
- only two cv duee were not cleared 



by police last year - diN« have been 
cases where the chiU has turned up 
dead. Last year, for example, a 
teenage girl who had a reputation 
for running away was found mur- 
dered in a trash Un behind a grocery 
store. 

"That's {Mobably what most par- 
ents fear," Greenwood said. "It's

Boaters Have More Time To Purchase Decals 



Virginia Beach recreational 
boaters who are technically re- 
quired to obtain a new federal 
boat "user fee" tax decal by July 
31, but who have not yet pur- 
chased one, will find that there 
is some slack in the Coast 
Guard's enforcement policy. 

According to the C(»st Guard, 
the month of August, will be a 
"grace period." Boaters stopped 
by the Coast Guard will not be 
issued a summons, but instead 
will be given information on 
how to purchase a "user fee" lax 
decal. 

Beginning Sept. 1, boaters 
stnj^)cd by the Coast Guard will 
he issued a summons. However, 
.inyonc issued a summons during 
September will have 30 days to 
purchase ihc N>at "user fee" lax 
itctal .11"! Ihcrehv rnoid a fine. 



The Coast Guard has the au- 
thority to levy fines up to 
$5,000 for non-compliance and 
will begin "normal enforcement 
procedures" on Oct. 1 . 

The Coast Guard estimates that 
4.1 million boaters will have to 
pay this new federal boat "user 
fee" tax. BOATAJ.S. has 
learned, however, that just over 
one percent of all boaters subject 
to this new tax have d)tained a 
decal. 

The annual charge for the boat 
"user fee" tax is as follows; $25 
for boats larger than 16 feet but 
less than 20 feet; $3S for boat' 
larger than 20 feet but less than 
27 feet; $50 for boats larger 
than 27 feet but less than 40 
feet; and $100 for b<»ls over 40 
feet. 

Boaters may call 800-848- 



2100 to charge the boat tax to 
their credit card or obtain a 
"decal request form" to pay by 
check. Boaters wishing 
information may call the Coast 
Guard direct at 800-368-5647. 
The new boat tax applies to 



boaters using the coastal waters 
and Great Lakes, waters subject 
to tidal influence and non-tidal 
waters from which a 16-foot 
powerboat with a displacement 
hull can navigate to tidal waters.

Dennis Jones, nephew of 
Charles Kidd and former em- 
ployee of TW3, Inc., received a 
two-year suspended sentence, 
three years probation, a $2,000 
fine, and a $150 special assess- 
ment fee. A jury convicted 
Jones on June 7 to one count of 
conspiracy and two counts of 
federal income tax evasion. 

According to court records, 
Jones helped maintain two sets 
of books for TW3, Inc., a 
corporation which operated bars 
and restaurants in Virginia Beach 



and Hampton. One set of bo(As 
refiected die uue income and ex- 1 
penses of the corporation, and* 
the odier grossly understated in- 1 
come and overstated certain ex- 
penses. 

Jones filed false corporate in- 
come tax returns with the IRS for 
the years 1985 and 1986. at- 
tempting to evade $295,710 in 
corporate income taxes. 

Kidd. sole stockholder and 
chief re^xwisible officer to TW3. 
Inc.. which operated the Conti- 
nental Room in Hampton and the 
Continental Room-Aragona in 
Virginia Beach, was sentenced to 
one year in prison on April 17, 
1990 for lax evasion.

As hot as it may seem, diis 
summer's heatwave is not die wnst 
that die area has ever sem. Accord- 
ing to Dewey Walston, a National 
Weadier Servke meteorologiA, no 
heat records have been bnricen diis 
year. The hottest day on record was 
in 1952 when temperatures hit 101 



"This is nowhere near being die 
worst heatwave we've had," he saxL 

This summer's hottest day so far 
was July 21, when die 100-degree 
temperature, combined widi a high 
humidity level, caused die air to be 
about 1 IS degrees. As of last week, 
Vi^inia Beach had only seen six 
consecudve days widi temperatures 
over 90 degrees. 

In July of 1961, Wabton said, 
residents saw 14 straight days of 90 
degrees or higher and three 
consecutive days of 100 degrees and 
above. So, Uiis July is die second 
warmest on record. 

"We will still stay above normal, 
but not as hot. We'll see readings in 
die upper 80s and low 90s," said 
Widston, giving an extended fore- 
cast. "We're going to cool off 
slighdy to less insane, nrare typical 
summer weadia*." 

The reason for die high tempera- 
tures, Walston said, is the high 
pressure diat is stationary over die 
southeastern United Stales. The 
strong sun. which causes the air 
masses to become even warmer, has 
begun to weaken and move off- 
shore. In acklition to die searing sun 
rays, breathing was made difficult 
because of stagnant air pollution, 
he said. 

"It's unbearable, plus once you 
get a heat index over 105 desrees. 
it's considoed dangerous," Walston 
said. 

Kiley offered some ways to beat 
die heat, die number one way being 
avoid die heat all togedier. 

"Drink kits of water, jukes, cool 
drinks, but not soft drinks. They

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system of public education that would not be tightly controlled by 
state and local government. 

What exacdy did Chubb have in mind when he proposed choice for 
the parents and student of a community? The answer lies in Chubb's 
and Moe's book, Politics Markets America's Schools. First of all, he 
wants to create autonomous schools. "The key to effective education 
rests with unleashing the productive potential that is already present 
in die schools and their personnel. It rests with granting them the 
autmiomy to do what diey do best." 

Second, he wants schools to be able to compete for die support of 
parents and students, and parents and students to be free to choose 
among schools. His system would be built around decentralization, 
competition and choice. Consequently, the marketplace would gradu- 
ally allow the good schools to prosper and the poor schools to go out 
of business. 

Chubb's theories are limited to research on high schools so his ar- 
gument will be explored in diis capacity. Suppose diat all children 
living in Virginia Beach had the ability to clu>ose which high school 
in the city they would attend. Suppose further that every high school 
in Virginia Beach was free lo offer an educational program diat would 
compete for students. Would the vast majority of students receive a 
better education than diey currently are receiving in our high schools? 
Chubb and Moe are convinced diat diey would. Most everyone else is 
ckMibtful. 

Questions diat come to mind include: Once a school reaches cap^- 
ity, how are admission standards established? Can schools exclude 
students based upon their academic performance or lack of perfor- 
mance? Will some schools end up being "cast-ofF' schools? Will 
u-ansporution be provided city-wide? Will public funding follow stu- 
dents that choose fvivate or home schooling? Will there be any ac- 
countability to die public? 

The state of Minnesota has had choice for the entire state for sev- 
eral years now and the biggest influence on choice so far has been

adiletic programs at the various high schools. In essence, the stu- 
dents and parents that have selected a school outside of their regular 
attendance district have done so because of the lure of that school's 
athletic program, not its academic prc^ram.

Maybe Princess Anne would become the school for performing arts, 
while Bayside, First Colonial and Green Run would become schools 
with advanced math and science. Cox might become the school with 
an international baccalaureate and Kellam would offer die latest in 
technology. A classical education would be offered at Kempsville and 
Salem High Schools. 

The next series of questions that come to mind are the choice of 
teachers. Would students and dieir parents be allowed lo select the 
teachers of their choice as diey do at die university? If die demand for 
a particular teacher was greater dian dial teacher could accommodate, 
would the teacher then be able to select his ot her students? Would 
unwanted teachers be out of jobs? What about unwanted students? The 
.questions go on and on, but die idea of choice was a simplistic magic 
that tickles the imagination. 

Will the citizens of Virginia Beach ever allow such experimenlaUon 
in their high schools? The decision must be made by the citizens' 
democratic re{M-eseniatives - The Board of Education. Let them know 
what you think about the idea. They have our schools in their hands. 
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Mayor's Report 
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provide a concentrated effort to improve the condition and appearance 
of the housing. This effort inclu<tes systematic exterior inspections 
to identify and cite housing diat is in violation of the housing code, 
enhanced efforts to enforce die city's weed, trash and junk ordi- 
nances, and close coordination with the Zoning Division to enforce 
the removal of junk cars. 

To complement and enhance these code enforcement activities, die 
department's housing rehabilitation loan and grant assistance is 
available to diose homeowners and landlonls who are eligible for and 
wish to (^tain funds to improve their properties. Thne are a varkty 
of options available to meet their rw«ls, including a new "facade" 
program that will assist property owners in improving the exteriw of 
their houses without requiring major interior work. 

Assisting the department in allocating iu resources more effec- 
tively are the results of die recently completed citywi(te Housing 
Condition Survey. The survey, the first of ils kind in the city, was 
conducted in late 1990 by trained personnel who rated the exterior 
condition of each house according to a four-point Kale that ranged 
from "standard." (die house meets die code) to "dilapidated" (die 
house is mc^t likely beyond repair and needs to be removed). 

The housing survey was conducted in order to provide die basis l(x 
the development and location {A plans and {m}grams iot housing as- 
sistance and code enforcemeni, as well as other needed city services 
and activities. It marks die first time that the city has held this in- 
formation available upon whKh lo frian and lo evaluate the effective- 
ness of ils neighborhood preservation efforts.

tional characteristics, attitudes 
and probability of success. 
These procedures result in die 
acceptance of one in ten 
applicants. 

As part of my management 
philosophy, I have directed 
that performance cannot and 
will not be measured in terms 
of numbers of arrests. I hold 
first line supervisors responsi- 
ble for becoming familiar widi 
die policing styles of their 
subordinates, and observing 
diem regularly to gauge effec- 
tiveness without the use of 
numbers alone. 

In an effort to identify any 
problems officers may have, 
we have undntaken an in-dqidi 
examination of officers who 
make a lot of physical arrests 
for certain types of charges. 
The study demonsU'ated that 
these charges increased in 
relation to the total number of 
charges brought by an officer, 
and die rate of diese charges 
has decreased from the early 



1980s, in spite of population 
increases. 

Alcohol violations were fre- 
quently involved in these ar- 
rests, and 64 percent of die ar- 
rested persons had at least one 
non-related charge on record. 
We will continue to effect 
studies dial may alert us to any 
patterns of excessive force or 
officers who need corrective 
training/discipline. 

Even the best management 
practices cannot completly 
prevent isolated uses of exces- 
sive force. In spite of holding 
supervisors accountable for 
recognizing problem officers 
and confidential referrals for 
counseling, the stresses and 
pressures of police work can 
sometimes tax an officer's 
imrmally calm demeanor. This 
possibility makes it vital diat 
we provide citizens with an 
avenue for investigation of 
complaints. In a later report 
to the community, I will ex- 
plain how diis process works.
